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Group  releases  15-year 
plan  to  ‘undate’  Provo 


On  Marlowe 

Court  will 
give  verdict 

Walt  Marlowe,  ASBYU  Social 
Vice-president,  will  face  the  Supreme 
Court  for  a second  time  at  3:30  p.m. 
today  to  hear  a decision  as  to  possible 
retribution  for  his  alleged  expenditure  of 
student  funds  for  an  office  party. 

Chief  Justice  Roger  Bullock  will 
conduct  the  session  in  388  ELWC.  An 
informal  hearing  was  held  by  the  Court 
Saturday  to  determine  some  associative 
facts  in  the  case.  The  justices  ruled 
against  taking  the  matter  to  trial. 

Marlowe,  after  some  personal 
investigation  into  the  charges  originally 
posed  by  student  Mac  Haddow,  agreed 
that  he  was  in  violation  of  the  ASBYU 
constitution  when  an  office  Christmas 
party  was  initially  paid  for  with  $225.94 
of  ASBYU  funds.  Justice  Tom  Gunn  told

Marlowe  that  the  Court  had  no  power  to 
impose  a fine  without  Marlowe’s 
acceptance  of  the  verdict.  “1  am  willing 
to  accept  the  decision  of  the  Court,”  said 
Marlowe.

“Decaying”  downtown  Provo  is  in  need 
of  a “total  updating”,  according  to  Lee 
Knell,  architect  and  consultant  to  the 
Community  Development  Committee,  in 
a confidential  report  released  to  the  Daily 
Universe. 

The  plan  proposes  a $50-60  million 
blueprint  to  solve  many  of  Provo’s 
current  problems  in  a 15-year  time  span. 

Knell  and  the  committee  were  assigned 
by  city  leaders  over  a year  ago  to  inspect 
and  report  on  the  1 1 -year  old  parking 
problem  of  downtown  Provo.  In  doing  so, 
they  uncovered  many  problems  related  to 
the  downtown  business  area  and 
proposed  this  plan. 

Under  fire  by  a few  city  officials  who 
have  called  it  a “pie-in-the-sky”  proposal. 
Knell  said  that  he  is  at  least  “hopeful  it 
will  stimulate  imagination”  toward  the 
solution  ofPfovo’s  problems. 

These  “problems,”  Knell  outlined,  are 
three-fold:  Provo  is  “inconvenient”  to  its 
shoppers  in  terms  of  parking,  stores,  and 
public  facilities. 

Secondly,  the  committee  feels  there  is  a 
“decreasing  civic  pride  in  the  decaying 
downtown  area.” 

THE  REPORT  added  that  it  found  a 
“weakening  of  the  tax  support  upon 
which  Provo  City  is  operated,  developing 
at  a time  when  the  need  for  services  has 
never  been  greater  and  the  cost  of 
performing  these  services  is  increasing.” 

Knell  pointed  out  that  in  most  cities 
the  downtown  area  is  the  heart  of  the 
city,  and  as  the  heart  is  weakened,  the 
city  as  a whole  is  weakened.  Instead  of 
offering  help  and  support  the  citizens  say 
it  is  “the  tough  luck  of  the  merchants”. 
Eventually,  citizen  morale  is  dimmed,  and 
its  residential,  institutional,  cultural  and 
other  programs  are  diminished.  “If  the 
heart  does  not  recover,  the  organism 
dies,”  the  report  concludes. 

John  Manning,  Manager  of  the  Provo 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  has  been 
known  in  the  past  for  his  opposition  to 
the  plan,  agreed  that  Provo  is  operating 
on  a “precarious  economic  base”  and  sees 
the  need  for  forward  motion. 

OF  PRIME  importance  in  solving  the 
problem,  Knell  and  Manning  concurred,  is 
the  acquisition  of  land  to  build  on.  To 
reach  this  end,  the  report  stated  that  City 
planners  might  have  to  “condemn  land  in 
the  event  it  can  be  obtained  by  no  other 
way.” 

Past  that  objective,  Knell  sees  the  need 
for  a downtown  project  that  would  have 
the  enthusiastic  support  of  citizens  if  it 
had  enough  “creative  energy  to  fire  the 
imagination.” 

Provo  must  be  concerned  with  flow  of 
traffic  for  shopper  convenience,  Knell 
said.  To  solve  this  “people  movers”  such 
as  aerial  tramways,  moving  sidewalks,

parking  spaces  must  accomodate  855  employees  and  thousands- of  shoppers. 
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escalators,  mini-monorails,  and 
rubber-tired  surface  trams,  could  be 
employed.  This,  the  report  concluded, 
would  “put  fun  into  the  shopping 
routine.” 

A successful  shopping  center  must  offer 
a “broad  selection  of  goods  and  services,” 
Knell  stated.  He  said  the  new  addition  to 
the  Sears  building  helped  toward  this 
goal. 

Knell  cautioned  that  the  plan  must 
“proceed  according  to  economic 
feasibility.”  He  explained  it  must  be 
accomplished  “step  by  step  over  a period 
of  time.” 

PROVO  MUST  provide  a “sense  of 
place,”  according  to  the  committee. 
“When  a person  comes  to  Provo,  he  must 
know  he  has  arrived  somewhere  unique 
and  exciting,  interesting  and  fun,”  they 
stated. 

Involved  in  this  objective  are  the 
building  of  recreational  pursuits,  the 
proposed  Performing  Art  and  Convention 
Center,  or  a town  that  does  not  “cause 
the  sidewalks  to  be  rolled  up  at  5 o’clock 
with  intermittent  spurts  of  activity  as  the 
movies  begin  and  end.” 

Above  all,  the  tax  base  “needs  to  be 
strengthened  and  broadened,”  the  report 
stated.  Currently,  the  majority  of  the  tax 
load  is  carried  by  taxes  upon  the  private 
residents  and  retail  establishments,  and 
sales  tax  revenues. 

Also,  there  is  at  present  much  city  and 
government  property  that  is  nontaxable 


such  as  the  hospitals  and  schools.  Added 
to  this,  on  much  of  this  property  services 
are  being  performed  that  drain  money 
from  taxpayers. 

To  solve  this  drain,  the  report  said, 
Provo  must  get  new  industries  of  a proper 
type  that  can  be  attracted  into  the 
taxable  boundaries  of  Provo  City. 

LASTLY,  the  report  stated,  planners 
must  discover  and  build  on  existing 
strengths  which  are  many,  according  to 
the  Committee. 

Provo,  the  committee  said,  has  also  a 
“strong  heritage  of  civil  cooperation  and' 
support  of  the  law,”  “no  civil  strife,”  and 
“never  any  scandal  or  graft  in  Provo 
government.” 

However,  to  make  Provo  as  ideal  as 
possible  in  view  of  the  problems  and 
strengths,  the  Committee  proposed  a 
megastructure,  a model  of  which  is  now 
on  display. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  model 
includes  the  development  of  several  more 
“super  blocks”— that  is,  two  blocks  joined 
together  as  one— in  order  to  attract  large 
department  store  operations. 

Outstanding  features  of  the  main 
buildings  would  involve  four  levels  of 
parking  from  the  street  level  upwards, 
then  two  levels  of  retail  stores  and  above 
that  several  layers  of  condominiums, 
offices,  apartments,  or  even  hotel 
accomodations. 

CHAMBER  OF  Commerce  Manager 


John  Manning  feels,  though,  that  the 
“timing  is  off.”  He  said  there  is  “no 
economic  way  to  initiate  this  kind  , of  a 
program.” 

Manning  is  also  opposed  to  the 
megastructure  idea  for  “strictly  aesthetic 
reasons.”  He  said  that  “in  the  context  of 
consistency”  with  the  rest  of  the 
improvements  of  Provo  this  steel  and 
concrete  structure  would  not  be 
attractive. 

Both  agreed,  however,  that  the 
“immediate  problem  is  to  solve  parking.” 
Part  of  this  problem  is  presented  in  the 
fact  that  855  parking  places  are  needed 
just  for  the  employees  that  work  in  the 
stores  and  there  are  only  753  parking 
places  available  in  downtown  Provo  now. 

MANNING  CHARGED  the  Committee 
with  “lack  of  consideration  for  an 
immediate  solution  of  this  11 -year-old 
problem.”  “We  have  the  necessary  tools 
to  do  something,”  said  Manning.  “We 
must  do  it  now  as  we’ve  procrastinated 
too  long.” 

He  did  say,  however,  that  parking  “is 
not  the  final  answer.” 

While  it  is  clear  that  all  officials  feel  a 
sense  of  urgency  about  doing  something 
to  change  downtown  Provo,  the  plan 
presented  by  Knell  and  his  committee  has 
not  been  unanimously  accepted.  That 
Provo  businessmen  want  something  to 
change  is  clear.  How  that  change  could 
come  about  is  still  not  clear. 
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Dress  standards 


Consequences  of  hair,  dress  violations 


Students  who  have  failed  to 
make  an  appointment  with  the 
student  committee  on  dress 
standards  and  were  tagged  for 
violations  during  registration  will 
be  sent  notices  to  appear  before 
the  committee. 

Between  500  and  600  students 
were  tagged  for  violations.  Glen 
Hansen,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  said  all  the  violators 
were  required_to  make  an 
appointment.  About  100  violators 
have  already  met  with  the 
committee. 

The  seven  members  of  the 
committee  and  several  student 
body  officers  served  as  taggers  at 
the  finalization  area  of 
registration.  Gerald  Dye,  of 
University  standards,  noted  that

about  10  students  who  were  in 
extreme  violation  of  standards 
were  sent  home  and  told  they 
could  not  finalize  until  they 
complied  with  standards. 

The  other  violators  were 
allowed  to  finalize,  but  their 
packets  we-e  tagged.  From  the 
tagged  packets,  a list  of  the 
violators  was  drawn  up. 

According  to  Dye,  almost  of  all 
the  violators  tagged  were  men. 
Dye  said  that  hair,  mustaches,  and 
side-burns  not  in  compliance  with 
university  standards  were  the 
major  violation.  Only  13  or  14 
girls  were  tagged. 

In  the  meeting  with  the 
committee,  the  dress  standards  are 
explained.  Students  are  also  given 
a chance  to  explain  their 
violation.  Students  who  have  not 
complied  with  standards  between 
registration  and  this  meeting,  will 
have  to  meet  again  with  the 
committee.  If  by  the  second 
meeting,  they  have  not  complied 
with  the  standards,  they  will  be 
sent  to  the  University  Standards 
Office. 

Dye  said  that  if  violators  tagged 
at  registration  are  referred  to 
Standards  Office  again,  they  will 
be  put  on  university  probation. 
University  probation  involves 


periodic  visits  with  a probation 
agent  and  gives  students  time  to 
comply  with  standards. 

“They  weren’t  tagging  the  right 
people,”  ‘‘they  were  not 
consistent,”  and  “they  make  it 
too  much  of  a moral  issue”  were 
some  of  the  comments  of 
individuals  tagged.  Inconsistency 
in  tagging  was  the  major 
complaint.  “I  really  don’t  see  how 
I go  it,”  said  one  bewildered 
student. 

Hansen  noted  that  some  men 
with  longer  hair  slicked  down 
their  haif  for  registration  and  thus 
could  be  not  tagged.  Dick 
Baldwin,  another  committee 
member,  commented  that  it  was 
very  difficult  to  catch  all  the 
violators  and  acknowledged  that 
some  got  past  the  taggers.  Baldwin 
said  that  variance  in  enforcement 
can  be  expected  when  several 
individuals  are  involved  in  the 
enforcement. 

According  to  Dye,  there  were 
about  450  standards  violators 
turned  into  his  office  last 
semester.  Most  of  them  were  men 
in  addition  to  being  first 
offenders.  He  attributed  the  lack 
of  female  offenders  to  the  recent 
dress  code  change  which  allows 
them  to  wear  slacks .

A minority  group  will 
demonstrate  on  campus  this  week. 

The  group  is  BYU’s  Indian 
students.  The  demonstrations,  as 
well  as  activities  and  exhibits,  are 
designed  to  inform  students  and 
visiting  Indian  leaders  of  the  many 
talents,  challenges  and  goals  of  the 
Lamanite. 

The  Indian  Week  theme  of 
•‘New  Indian-New 
Commitments”  will  be  highlighted 
today  with  a keynote  address  at 
10  a.m.  in  the  Varsity  Theater  by 
Leonard  Bearking,  professor  of 
education  at  the  University  of 
South  Dakota. 

Dr.  Bearking,  a Sioux  Indian 
from,  the  Standing  Rock  Indian 
Reservation,  has  been  a teacher 
and  coach  in  public  schools  and 
was  field  director  for  the  recent 
investigation  into  federally 
assisted  public  schools  for  Indian 
students. 

“Go  My  Son,”  a film  recently 
produced  by  the  Church  about 


the  Indian  Placement  Program, 
will  premiere  here  this  week. 
“Indian  America”  will  be  shown 
in  three  parts  in  the  Varsity 
Theater.  Part  I will  be  shown 
today  at  I p.m.,  Part  II  Tuesday 
at  1,  and  Part  II  on  Wednesday  at 
1 1 a.m. 

William  Fox,  advisor  to  the 
Tribe  of  Many  Feathers  which 
sponsors  Indian  Week  explained 
the  first  purpose  of  the  week  as 
“trying  to  form  a relationship 
between  all  personnel  on  the 
campus  ...  . so  that  their 
understanding  and  workability 
can  increase.”  He  added  that 
Indian  students  have  “a  lot  to 
offer  the  other  kids  and  the  others 
have  a lot  to  offer  the  Indians.” 

A second  purpose  is  “to  develop 
leadership  attributes  among  the 
Lamanite  students,”  Fox  added. 

Frank  McCabe,  Indian  Week 
chairman  and  also  president  of  the 
Tribe  of  Many  Feathers  said  that 
over  25  students  helped  plan  it 
and  most  of  the  Tribe’s  members 
will  participate.

Romney  will 
speak  tomorrow 

Devotional  audiences  will  hear 
Elder  Marion  G.  Romney  of  the 
LDS  Council  of  the  Twelve 
Tuesday  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

Elder  Romney,  an  apostle  in  the 
Church  since  1951,  has  been  one 
of  the  guiding  personalities  behind 
the  Church’s  widely-known 
Welfare  Plan  since  the  inception 
of  the  program  in  1936. 

At  the  time  the  plan  was 
inaugurated,  he  already  had 
several  years’  experience  with  a 
welfare  program  on  a stake  and 
regional  basis.- In  June,  1941,  he-- 
was  named  assistant  managing 
director  of  the  Church-wide 
program. 

Elder  Romney  graduated  from 
Ricks  College  in  1920.  After 
completing  a mission  to  Australia 
from  1920-23,  he  continued  his 
education  at  the  University  of 
Utah  where  he  graduated  with  a 
B.S.  degree  in  1926  and  his  LL.B. 
degree  in  1932. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and 
practiced  law  in  Salt  Lake  City  for 
1 1 years,  serving  as  assistant 
county  attorney,  assistant  district 
attorney,  and  assistant  city 
attorney.  He  also  served  a term  in 
the  State  Legislature  from  1935 
to  1936  and  is  a veteran  of  World 
War  I, 


Grade  pick-up  available

individual  grade  on  a card  that 
was  then  funnelled  through  a 
“cardotype”  machine  and 
subsequently  printed  on  the 
transcript. 

Up  until  1954,  every  grade  had 
to  be  typed  by  hand  onto  the 
transcript.  Now,  states  Gurney, 
computers  print  grades  on 
gum  backed  labels  which  personnel 
stick  to  official  transcripts.  This 
reduces  the  work  load  from  a 
semester  job  to  two  or  three  days, 
according  to  Gurney. 

Students  who  failed  to  turn  in 
Forum  and  Devotional  attendance 
reports  by  the  deadline  will 
receive  no  credit  for  the  courses. 

Students  who  wish  to  have  a 
grade  changed  must  pick  up  a 
form  in  the  Records  Office  and 
submit  it  to  the  instructor,  who  is 
responsible  for  returning  it  to  the 
Records  Office  with  the  proper 
signatures.

2)  Although  the  UPl  reporter  enthusiastically 
described  the  find  as  "a  papyrus  document 
about  4,000  years  old,"  in  the  same  article  he 
quotes  Kamal  Mallakh's  actual  words:  "The 
document  appears  to  tell  of  a plan  dating  from 
2,000  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ  for  a 
Syrian  invasion  of  Egypt  and  how  the 
Egyptians  countered  the  plan."  It  would  thus 
seem  that  the  events  took  place  near  2,000  BC, 
but  the  document  itself  dates  from  much 
later— around  600  BC  at  the  earliest,  in  my 
opinion.

Subsidizing 
the  poppy 
planters

WASHINGTON  - It  has  now 
become  clear  that  the  United  States 
has  been  taking  the  wrong  approach  in 
its  efforts  to  smash  the  illicit  drug 
market. 

The  tendency  has  been  to  treat  drug 
abuse  as  a police  problem.  The  way  to 
stop  the  drug  traffic,  we  told 
ourselves,  is  to  arrest  the  participants. 

That  method  has  proved  largely 
ineffective  despite  the  apprehension  of 
large  numbers  of  drug  pushers  and 
shovers,  addicts  and  smugglers. 

Far  better  results  could  have  been 
achieved  by  treating  drug  abuse  as  an 
agriculture  problem.  For  once  you  put 
a problem  into  the  hands  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  you’ve  got 
it  surrounded  by  the  kind  of  thinking 
that  made  America  great. 

When  we  have  a surplus  wheat  crop 
in  this  country  does  the  government 


send  a possee  into  the  fields  to  capture 
the  rascals  who  grew  it? 

Not  as  long  as  the  farm  vote  keeps 
coming  in  late  on  election  night  it 
doesn’t. 

What  the  government  does  is  buy  up 
the  surplus  wheat  under  its  price 
support  system  and  then  pay  farmers  a 
subsidy  jiot  to  grow  so  much  of  the 
stuff  next  time. 

This  is  called  the  farm  program. 

It  may  sound  almost  too  ingenious 
to  be  practical,  but  it  works. 

Since  adoption  of  the  farm  program, 
there  has  been  hardly  any  trouble  with 
wheat  abuse  among  the  young  people 
of  America. 

This  year,  somebody  finally  had 
enough  sagacity  to  export  our  farm 
program  to  Turkey  where  much  of  the 
opium,  brought  into  the  United  States 
as  heroin,  is  grown. 

With  funds  supplied  by  the  U.S. 
government,  the  Turkish  government 
is  buying  up  the  opium  harvest  and 


paying  farmers  a subsidy  to  switch  to 
other  crops. 

According  to  the  State  Department, 
the  Turkish  supply  is  expected  to 
dwindle  away  this  year,  thus  striking  a 
heavy  blow  at  the  drug  traffic  in  the 
United  States. 

It  is  doubtful  that  a thousand  more 
crops  could  equal  the  impact. 

The  only  drawback  is  that  the 
United  States,  not  having  an  opium 
crop  of  its  own,  must  depend  on  the 
cooperation  of  a foreign  government 
to  curtail  production.  At  some  point, 
that  arrangement  might  collapse. 

To  be  on  the  safe  side,  the 
government  should  encourage 
American  farmers  to  plant  poppies  on 
the  land  where  the  surplus  wheat  used 
to  grow. 

Then  it  could  buy  up  the  domestic 
as  well  as  the  foreign  harvest  and  be 
doubly  certain  of  keeping  opium  off 
the  market.

Amidst  the  opening  bars  of 
“Any  Kind  of  Love”  at  Thursday 
night’s  concert,  the  seemingly 
calm,  poised  Thomas  had 
sauntered  on  stage  earlier  that 
night  to  begin  his  set.  With  simple 
acknowledgment  of  the  opening 
applause,  he  finished  the  first 
number  and  began  “Hooked  On  A 
Feeling”  without  pause. 

“I’m  not  much  of  a talker,”  he 
said  to  the  audience,  “so  if  I don’t 
say  much  tonight,  don’t  get 
nervous.”  He  only  spoke  again  to

Heard  It  Through  The 
Grapevine”,  “I’m  So  Lonesome  I 
Could  Cry”,  “I  Never  Been  To 
Spain”  and  “Nameless  Roads”  all 
came,  each  smacking  of  Thomas' 
voice  and  the.  identical  sound  of 
their  original  treatments.  B.  J. 
then  performed  his  new  single 
“Rock  n’  Roll  Lullabye”. 

“We  were  proud  of  it  when  we 
first  put  it  out,”  he  said  in  the 
locker  room.  “I  hope  it’s  still  as 
good  now,  as  we  thought  it  was. 
You  get  so  close  to  something 
that  you  don’t  know  if  it’s  good 
or  not.” 

The  infamous  “Raindrops  Keep 
Failin’  On  My  Head”  was  done  as 
was  Elton  John’s  “Your  Song”, 
two  of  his  favorite  numbers,  and 
with  no  expectations  of  a finale, 
“Mighty  Clouds  of  Joy”  was 
ushered  on  after  which,  waving 
goodbye,  Thomas  stepped  off  the 
stage  for  the  dressing  room. 

“He  has  no  charisma,”  said  one 
viewer. 

“Yes,  but  I expected  that,”  said 
Tommy  Reynolds  of  Hamilton, 
Joe  Frank  and  Reynolds,  the 
evening’s  opening  act.  “I’ve  heard 
B.  J.  before  and  that’s  not  his 
thing.  He’s  a fantastic  singer  and  if

you  can  dig  that,  then  you’ll  like 
him.” 

Some  in  the  audience  did 
respond  to  the  talented  singing  of 
Thomas  but  for  many  the  contrast 
between  his  set  and  that  of 
Hamilton  and  company  was  too 
sharp. 

The  hit-makers  of  “Don’t  Pull 
Your  Love”  had  surprised  the 
audience  with  some  imaginative 
and  original  offerings.  Ranging 
from  rousing  drum  and  conga 
soloes  provided  by  new  drummer 
Ronnie  Castille  and  the  versatile 
Reynolds  to  a calypso  version  of 
“Hey  Jude’’  performed  by 
Reynolds  on  steel  drums,  the 
quartet  Joked,  enjoyed,  and 
played  at  and  for  the  audience 
loving  every  minute  ' of  their 
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Danny  Hamilton 


performance.  Cohesiveness  and 
finesse  were  somewhat  lacking, 
but  they  gave  indications  of  soon 
being  a top  performing  group  and 
unfortunately  topped  the  star  act 
with  their  rapport. 

“I  realize  I may  not  go  down  as 
one  of  the  greatest  singers  in  the 
world,”  Thomas  said  afterwards. 
He  spoke  in  low  tones  with  a 
slight  touch  of  a southern  drawl. 
He  seemed  tired.  “So  if  I’m  not 
one  of  the  greatest  singers  in  the 
world,  then  I should  take  care  of 
what  game  I got,  and  not  cry  if 
I’m  not  the  greatest.” 

Thomas  never  lacked  in  singing; 
he  was  good.  But  he  never  seemed 
to  get  off  the  ground.  He  was 
sincere  and  genuine  and  never 
promised  more  than  he  gave,  but 
for  some,  what  he  gave  wasn’t 
enough.

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Cats  tally  third  at  swim  meet 


Cats  maul  Arizona,  lose  to  ASU 


BYU  grabbed  third  place  honors 
in  a four  team  WAC  member  swim 
encounter  held  over  the  weekend. 
The  Aquacats  tallied  478  points  in 
the  meet.  Utah  won  the  event 
with  590  points.  Colorado  State 
finished  second  with  533. 


As  in  the  past,  diving  was  a 
atrong  point  for  the  Aquacats.  ’ 
The  Cougars  took  the  top  four 
places  in  the  three  meter  diving 
and  the  top  five  off  the  one  meter 
board.  Keith  Russell  won  both 
diving  events  for  the  Blue. 

Rob  Stoddart  won  the  100  and  ' 


The  “stove”  was  hot  Saturday 
night.  Paul  Stovall,  Arizona 
State’s  6-4  giant,  tallied  33  points, 
19  rebounds  and  six  assists  to  lead 
his  Sun  Devil  teammates  past 
BYU  99-95. 

STOVALL  is  not  the  tallest 
man  on  the  court,  but  his  hustle 
and  jumping  ability  more  than 
make  up  for  size  limitations. 
Against  Utah  the  night  before,  the 
Devil  forward  accounted  for  34 
points  and  21  rebounds  in  the  win 
over  Utah. 

In  the  first  half,  the  Cougars 
helped  the  ASU  cause  with  one  of 
the  worst  team  performances  that 
the  Cats  have  ever  had  in  20 
minutes  of  basketball.  In  the  first 
half,  the  Cougars  shot  only  34  per 
cent,  and  trailed  at  the  buz’zer, 
56-35.  In  the  opening  period,  Phil 
Tollestrup  was  the  leading  scorer 
for  the  Blue,  and  he  had  only 
eight  points,  the  big  Canadian  got 
into  foul  trouble  early  trying  to 
contain  Stovall,  and  had  to  sit  out 
much  of  the  first  half. 

THE  CATS  jumped  to  a quick 
8-2  lead,  but  the  ASU  crew  came 
soaring  back,  and  it  was  no 
contest  in  the  first  stanza  after  the 
opening  five  minutes  of  play. 
From  a 8-12  deficit,  the  Devils 
outscored  BYU  15-1  to  pull  away. 
Shooting  54  per  cent,  the  Arizona 
club  ran  away  from  BYU  to  take  a 

21  point  margin  into  the  locker 
room. 

In  the  second  half,  however,  the 
Cats  came  fighting  back,  and 
threw  a scare  into  the  sell-out 
crowd  of  ‘State  partisans.  Bemie 
Fryer  paced  the  Blue  comeback. 
Coming  off  a six  point  first  half 
effort,  the  Cougar  guard  rallied  his 
teammates  with  19  points  in  the 
second  half.  Fryer  made  several 
key  steals  and  seemed  to  get  the 
Mountain  Cats  going. 

BEHIND  FRYER,  BYU  got  its 
stuff  together  and  made  a contest 
out  of  the  game.  Tollestrup  and 
Kresimir  Cosic  also  added  some 
sorely  needed  second  half  scoring 
punch;  Tollestrup  ended  the  game 
with  20  points,  while  Cosic  had 

22  in  the  final  tally. 

BYU’s  surge  was  aided  by  a 
successful  trap  press  which 
seemed  to  rattle  the  Sun  Devils. 
BYU  made  some  key  steals  off  the 
press,  and  was  able  to  pull  closer 
to  their  hosts. 

With  six  minutes  remaining, 
BYU  lagged  behind,  90-70.  The 
Cougars  rallied  1 1 straight  points 
to  cut  the  Devil  lead  to  90-8 1 
with  3:33  to  go.  The  Devils, 
however,  maintained  their  poise, 
and  in  spite  of  some  tenacious 
Blue  defense,  held  their  lead.  With 


Playing  amid  the  usual 
pressure-cooker  atmosphere  in 
Arizona’s  Bear  Down  Gym,  BYU 
managed  a come-from-behind 
victory  over  their  usual 
unhospitable  hosts,  86-78  in  its 
opening  Arizona  road  trip  game 
Friday  night. 

Behind  with  just  4:41  to  play, 
the  Cougars  relied  on  Kresimir 
Cosic  to  put  them  ahead  71-70. 
Then  sophomore  guard  Doug 
Richards,  who  hit  a career  high  of 
22  points,  sunk  a 20  foot  jump 
shot  to  race  the  Cats  to  a three 
point  lead,  and  the  ball  game. 

The  Cougars  had  balanced 
scoring,  with  all  five  starters 
hitting  in  double  figures.  The  win 
gave  BYU  a WAC  record  of  eight 
straight  conference  victories.

BYU’S  GYMNASTS  had  two 
dates  from  Arizona  for  Preference 
weekend.  The  GymCats  had  a 
great  time  with  U of  A Friday 
night  at  the  Smith  Fieldhouse, 
winning  151.60  - 144.30,  but  got 
stood  up  by  ASU’s  Sun  Devils  on 
Saturday  by  a 159.95  - 156.50 
count. 

Coi  gar  sophomores  Werner 
Hoeger  and  Wayne  Young  took 
the  top  two  all-around  slots 
against  the  Wildcats  with  50.65 
and  44.75  points  respectively. 
Then  the  duo  improved  to  marks 
of  50.80  and  48.60  Saturday 
night,  but  could  only  salvage 
second  and  third  place  as  ASU’s 
Brian  Scott  salted  away  the 
individual  honors  with  a 51.40 
tally. 

FRIDAY’S  MEET  saw  BYU 
capture  four  of  six  events  in  a 


contest  that  was  never  close.  In 
addition  to  a first  by  Hoegr  in 
long  horse  vaulting  and  Young’s 
win  on  the  parallel  bars,  junior 
Brian  Large  breezed  on  the  side 
horse  and  senior  Craig 
Chamberlain  copped  the  rings. 

Saturday  night,  almost  identical 
balance  mistakes  by  Hoeger  and 
Chamberlain  on  the  rings  gave 
ASU  a sweep  in  that  event,  and 
handed  the  GymCats  a three-point 
deficit  halfway  through  the  meet. 
A stunning  cartwheel-double 
somersault  long  horse  vault  by 
Hoeger  then  got  the  meet’s 
highest  mark,  Young  produced  a 
vault  almost  as  pretty  and  then 
again  won  the  parallel  bars  to  pull 
BYU  within  1.30  with  one  event 
to  go.  But,  in  Coach  Johnson’s 
words,  another  “breakdown  on 
the  high  bar”  cost  the  Cougars 
any  chance  of  pulling  it  out.

FRIDAY  the  Cougars  managed 
only  three  wins  in  ten  tries  as  the 
underdog  Utes  defeated  them 
27-9.  The  biggest  loss,  and  turning 
point  of  the  match,  came  in  the 
142  pound  class  when  BYU 
all-American  Laron  Hansen 
suffered  a dislocated  right  elbow 
while  wrestling  Utah’s  Bruce 
Carnes.  Hansen  was  forced  to 
forfeit  the  match  and  give  Utah  a 
9-6  lead.  It  is  not  known  whether 
Hansen  will  be  lost  for  the 
upcoming  WAC  championships. 

Gil  Keith,  at  118,  Reed 
Fehlberg,  at  134,  and  Gene  Patch, 
at  167,  were  the  Cougars  with 
winning  efforts.  Rondo  Fehlberg, 
t w-time  WAC  champion,  was 


handed  a surprising  upset  by 
Utah’s  Paul  Sheridan  in  the  158 
pound  class,  2-1.  It  was  only  the 
second  loss  of  the  year  for  the 
Cougar  star. 

SATURDAY  the  Cats,  minus 
Hansen,  journeyed  to  Pocatello, 
Idaho  to  meet  a tough  ISU  squad. 
The  outmanned  Cougars  were 
thrashed  33-8. 

Rondo  Fehlberg  found  his 
winning  ways  again,  scoring  a pin 
in  his  match.  But  his  teammates 
failed  to  win  another  event. 

The  Cougars  won’t  have  much 
time  to  nurse  their  wounds.  They 
hit  the  road  again  Thursday  for 
Tempe,  Arizona  to  battle  both  the 
University  of  Arizona  and  ASU  on 
the  same  day.  Friday  and 
Saturday  they  are  entered  in  the 
Arizona  State  Invitational.  The 
WAC  meet  is  two  weeks  away, 
scheduled  for  Tucson,  Arizona 
Feb.  25-26.
